ULTURE be clohed 

With the announcement that the 
Schools of Agriculture at Claresliolmfi 
and Raymond are to be closed as r.n 
t conomy measure, Southern Alberta 
Is up in arms over the affair, and ile,- 
htly so. And each comunity is wonder 
ing why it shovid get the axe, cr.d 
are bending anu will bend every eft » t 
t > get the Provincial Government to 
reconsider and possibly change Its 
dictum. 

As to whether the local School ». 
Agriculture should he closed or .:ot 
we personally feel that it most cevt iia 
ly should not. It is justifying itself i i 
every particular, and if ever there 
was a time when agricultural c<M. u’- 
ion was needed ithe Province s u oly 
tt.i*. is the time. Never has there *tn 
the need for scientific and prove*. : v l 
hods of farming, stock-raising da r - 
ing, etc., that ex.sts now, sn.l i.ev. r 
has the local school been ir. a be t r 
p )Fltion to serve the district than no v 
i I f n if ti css s'-no jt.*. are oporat 
ill * v enoflt of the r ural pe< *, !•' 
a l . Id, of our c*- wi >?e wbv 
i p tw( of them a** 1 deo'lvo •*. 
c r *\>ys and gir‘s fre n the ,*•* . 
nn benefit of tin.- ;»ir! ti ir t 
education. 

The Government will pay thi 
i rcnce in train fare between Rayin^.id 
or Claresholm and the School at t Ms. 
Tins is not much inducement tc S uith 
cm Alberta to support these far d.s- 
tant schools. When by being clos er 
to homo boys can put themselves th *u 
uchocl for less than $100 for the li/e 
months, by doing their cooking and 
gettirg a great deal of their fond 
from home, what will they be able to 
do In this respect at Olds or Verr.ii 1 
ion. How many of the students ere 
there who could live at home and •/<■ 
to school here, that will be able to r.t- 
tend if this school is closed down. Y/c 
r.re not forgetting the fact that there 
dormitories at Olds and Vermillion, 
but students atteending here have ti¬ 
er been held up in the matter of re 
commodation, and the School has al¬ 
ways received good support. 

Then again, we have the Extensi i 
work carried on by the Staff. Scho 1 
Fair Work, Pig Club Work, Fertili: 
cr anti Weed Work, Field Crop wo:-'/., 
and numerous other things carried 
by the Staff, and just at the point 
now where their value is being up 
predated by many people, and then 
the School is closed and this work 
dropped. 23 School Fairs in this dis¬ 
trict, supervised from the Raymond 
School of Agriculture, and more to be 
organized. Boys and girls coming up 
through the School grades with a love 
and liking for gardening and a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of the better typer 
of garden products and how to grow 
and prepare them for use. Encour 
agement too, in the livestock division 
in interesting children in animal life 
and it’s care. All these things arc 
worth more than dollars and ce iLc 
when the future of our Province \r 
concerned and should be thoughtfully 
and carefully considered before any 
definite decis’on is reached. 

Then in the matter of attendance Ray 
mond has made a record that will, we 
believe stand favorably in comparison 
with any of the other schools in t’.r 
Province and if so then why close it 
down in favor of the ones that are 
not making as good a record in this 
particular. And another thing, there 
ara problems in this district that er 
of vital importance to this district 
and not shared to an equal extent fn 
any of the other districts where Agrlc 
ultural Schools are located. Ray¬ 
mond’s school serves three Irrigat’cn 
districts and dry farming practice * 
•re not adaptable to irigation disiri 
and these problems need solving thru 
instruction on them through theory 
and actual practice as far as thr 
school year permits. Others of the 
schools have some portions of their 
district in irigated districts, but none 
to the same extent as Raymond lias. 

And lastly, the local school Is be¬ 
coming a centre of information for 
farmers in all directions in regard j 
to seed, livestock, better methods cf 
doing things, and a distributing point 
for purebred cattle swine, sheep, etc., 
so that Southern Alberta is becoming 
a better mixed farming district thru 
the work of the School. This argum¬ 
ent alone should go a long way to 
keeping the School open. 

We realize only to well that we are 
in the midst of depresing conditions 
and that economy is neccraarv. but 
we don’t think it good business to add 


tithe unci! iploymcr.t by throwing ad* 
difior.ul men ..rtvf worsts a ‘out cf cm* 
pjiymont anil dcprlVfng 5.) cr more 
Ft dents of the opportunity of further 
education because money is scarce 
Why not increase the taxation or.

rains over the greater part of the Sor 
kr Uhewan and Manitoba grain belt 
did not come in time and were not a**f 
ficiently heavy to prevent irreparable 
damage in the southern and central 
sections of the former and in the west 
ern half of the latter. Southern Sask 
r ich-wan as a whole will harvest it r 
third successive short crop while many 
fields in this area will not be worth 
eutiog. The damage was not only to 
wheat, but to coarse grains, pastures 
and ranges, while there was also n 
reriou.s shortage of water; rain in the 
closing days of June, however brought 
about improvement as far as feed 
crops and water supply were concer¬ 
ned. TJorthern Saskatchewan has beer 
favoured with better weather, and at 
the beginning of the season had a 
greater reservoir of sub-soil moisture: 
accordingly, the condition of all crops 
is beter than in the southern part of 
the province.
